Clerks’ faces 
blanched. Customers eagerly hurried to es- 


cape down aisles to the north and south exits. 


Stere Crowded with Women. 

It was bargain day and the great store was 
jammed with women, young and old, on their 
shopping trips. They could not hurry out. 
The proprietors telephoned the Harrison 
Street Police Station for help, saying they 
feared the mob. 

Meantime the police kept tearing the people 
away and driving them toward Harrison street. 
Some man mounted a box near the door, and 
wildly waving his arms tried to make a speech 
deprecating violence. The crowd swept him 
and his box away in rushing to escape the po- 
lice. Down at the corners of Harrison and 
State streets the crowds gathered in knots and 
lined up afong the sidewalk edges, leaving the 
street clear to the little squad of officers. A 
few in the lead of the mob escaped through 
the store when the police charged. Among 
them was the man who raised the cry: On 
to Siegel & Cooper's!“ He was seen by sev- 
eral persons when he gave the first yell that 
incited the mob to rush to that store, and the 
police have secured a good description of him. 

When the scattering of the howling mob 
began the ubiquitous cable car gripman, the 
autocrat of the streets, loomed up. He was 
the lever thrower of grip No. 522, and tried 
to run through the crowd. Capt. Shea 
ordered him to stop. He kept on. Shea 
threatened to arrest him. The color left the 
gripman’s face and he stopped. Had he con- 
tinued to run on when first ordered to stop 
he would have killed several people and en- 
tirely spoiled the battlefield, for the fight was 
raging hottest on the tracks. 

The disorganized. mob stool along the 
walks on both sides of the street for a block 
in either direction glaring at the officers who 
were quietly pacing along over the cobble- 
stones. Meantime, three blocks away at 
Harrison Street Station, three patrol wagons 
and fifty officers hurriedly assembled, and 
were in reserve under Inspector Ed Laughlin 
and in telephonic touch with the officers on 
the scene. Finding that the crowd intended 
apparently to remain awhile a ruse was 
adopted which worked successfully. Capt. 
Shea and Assistant Chief Kipley stepped up 
to city detectives who stood in the crowd, 


seized them by the arm, said You are under. 


arrest, and marched away with them to- 
ward Harrison Street Station. The crowd 
began to gather about them. It 
was driven away. Closely followed by 
a dozen detectives the two officers with the 
detectives under arrest strode valiantly to 
the station. A crowd of 400 followed to the 
station doors. They lingered awhile, and 
were finally driven away by the police. They 
went largely across the tracks and disap- 
peared in the tough, cheap saloons in that 
vicinity, where they sell a quart of beer for a 
nickel and throw in a handful of salt-anointed 
pretzels. 
An Assistant Manager’s Story. 

One of the assistant managers of Siegel, 
Cooper & Co. said: 

1 was on the fifth floor of the building at the 
time, when my attention was called toa mob of 
men moving west on Van Buren street. I thought 
little of the matter until W. Z. Johnson, superin- 
tendent of the furniture department on the 
floor below, came j up to where I 
was, exclaiming: “Great God! a mob 
is entering. our State street front!” I 


“went over to the west side of the building and 


looking out of the window was surprised to find 
the street completely ‘filled with people and all 
surging toward our principal entrance. I was 
down below as soon as the elevator could take 
me, but had a hard 
reason of the im crowd 
was in the building and the knot 
of people that had gathered around the 
doors in an endeavor to get out. When I ar- 
rived at the door a man had mounted a large 
soap box and was talking to the people. 
Although I could not hear what he said I believe 
he was counseling a respect for law.and order, as 
his words seemed to have a favorable impression 
on those about him. About this time a squad of 
a half dozen policemen arrived on the scene from 
the Harrison Street Station, they having 
been called for by one of our 
floor superintendents. There was no conflict be- 
tween the police and the members of the mob 
that I could see, as the latter fell back very 
promptly. They had halted at the door a con- 
siderable length of time, during which their 
ardor must have cooled down to a considerable 
extent. From the talk that I have had since the 
crowd dispersed I am led to believe 
that the attack on our store was not 
premeditated, but that the firm 
was mentioned by a few hot-headed individuals, 
probably Anarchists, upon the spur of the mo- 
ment and during great excitement.”’ 
As Seen by a Floor Superintendent. 
A floor superintendent who saw the whole 


affair at the store said: 

“ Word of the threatened onslaught spread 
throughout the building like wildfire and in a 
few moments an intense degree of confusion pre- 
vailed. Women and children on the 
ground floor, at the first sounds of 
trouble, commenced working their way through 
to the street. The cooler neads of the floor 
walkers did a great deal to allay excitement. 
The aisles were crowded from one side to the 
other with humanity, and had a panic started in 
earnest it would have been a sorry day for thou- 
sands of women and children. Even as it was 
great crowds of the more timid were huddled 
about the doors like flocks of sheep. The 
clerks during the afternoon were somewhat agi- 
tated on account of the strike of the waiters in the 
restaurant on the basement floor, and although

| little sympathy was extended, yet they were un- 


easy as to the outcome which they had not yet 
learned. Thecrowdsin the building were un- 
usually large. With a few exceptions the store 
had not been so thoroughly filled with people 
for several months. Had the announcement of 
the trouble on the outside become generally 
known among the customers a panic of untold 
horrors would have been the result.” 
Statement by an Officer. 

Officer O’Halloran of the central detail 
said: 

I was at the corner of State and Van Buren 
streets when the mob started to move from the 
Lake-Front. As I observed it coming west on 
Van Buren street I notified the Central Station 
and then waited for ordérs. My supposition was 
that it was nothing more than a street parade of 
the unemployed and I was inclined at first to be 
a little indifferent. However, when the stream of 
men commenced pouring around the corner at 
Congress and State streets I was thoroughly 
aroused. The two divisions seemed to meet at 
the State street entrance of Siegel, Cooper & 
Co’s.. and I hastened to that locality. Soon I 
was joined by a detail from the Harrison Street 
Station. 
perse and were met with slight opposition. 
One or wo men were a little 
stubborn and I believe were arrested and taken 
to the Harrison Street Station. Some of the men 
who managed well to keep out of sight were 
urging the others on, but it was noticeable that 
they themselves made no effort to take the lead. 
There was evidently a number of Anarchists in 
the crowd, but the time, according to their 
notion, had not arrived for a demonstration of 
any consequence. They were anxious enough to 
get some of the laboringmen into trouble, but 
were looking out well for themselves. 

Trouble Attributed to Striking Waiters. 

The entire force of waiters in the restaurant 
of Siegel, Cooper & Co. went out on a strike 
yesterday afternoon at 1 o’clock and some of 
the members of the company are inclined to 
believe that this fact had something to do with 
the intended raid on their building, although 
the company acceded to the demands of the 
men a few hours later and the latter had gone 
back to work. This latter fact did not seem 
to be known on the Lake-Front at the time 
the mob started. Isaac Kein, general man- 
ager of the company, believes that one of the 
reasons the mob halted at the main entrance 
and finally retreated was because they then 
learned of the strikers being taken back. 

Siegel, Cooper & Co. have about 2,400 per- 
sons on their pay-roll and less than 100 men 
were involved in the strikeof yesterday. The 
men had been working contentedly until last 
week, when anew manager was placed over

on the Water Front Near the German 
Building Will Be the Theat Duncan 
Harrison and Henry Lee Are Experi- 
encing Trials in Making Ready for the 
Performance Tonight—Changes in the 
Cast. 

Little could the Bard of Avon have dreamed, 
when he placed in Orlando’s mouth the lines, 
„under the shade of melancholy boughs, lose 
and neglect the creeping hours of time,’’ that 
almost three centuries later his fanciful Forest 
of Arden would be reproduced among the 
weeping willows of the World’s Exposition in 
a Chicago which for more than two centuries 
would remain unborn. And it is because 
„As You Like It“ has remained, during the 
lapse of the centuries, the most delightful 
comedy which graces the literature of the En- 
glish tongue that it was chosen to represent 
this branch of art at the greatest known con- 
gress of the arts and sciences.

a courageous Rosalind. Electric lamps will 
cast the glow of noonday down through the 
leaves, and 20,000 fairy lamps, arranged in 
rows above the heads of the audience, will 
transform the darkness of the night into the 
soft shades of twilight. 

The plot of lawn has been inclosed bya 
high circularfence. At the east end, which rises 
toa mound four feet high, a stage seventy 
feet square has been constructed. Nature has 
aided well and the boughs of the trees have 
been intertwined to form a natural stage. 
Foliage is distributed where natural resources 
furnish none and the slope leading from the 


platform to the level of the auditorium has

TRUXTON BEALE IN JAIL FOR ASSAULT. 


Close Friend of Grant and a Former Diplo- 
mat Strikes an Editor. 

San Francisco, Cals, Aug. 28.—Truxton 
Beale, ex-United States Minister to Persia, to- 
day assaulted J. H. Cosgru ve, publisher of a 
weekly paper, because of an article printed 
therein Saturday last. He was placed under 
arrest, Beale is a son of the late Gen. Beale, 
who was one of the closest friends of Gen. 
Grant. Under Harrison's administration 
Truxton Beale was appointed United States 
Minister to the Court of Persia. At that time 
he was 34 years of age, and the youngest man 
ever appointed to a position of so much im- 
portance in the diplomatic service.

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DEATH IN ITS TRACK. 


TERRIFIO HURRIOANE STRIKES 84. 
~ VANNAH AND THE OOAST. 


Many Lives Lost on Land and on the 
Ocean—Quarantine Swept Away by the 
Raging Water—Club-Houses and Pavil- 
ions Along the Beach Destroyed—H un- 
dreds of Trees Throughout the City 
Torn Up by the Roots=Trains Stopped= 
Telegraph Wires Down. 

Savannan, Ga. Aug. 28.—This city presents 
a scene of desolation. Death and dis- 
aster have marked the path of the terrible 
cyclone which raged along the coast last 
night. The ruin at quarantine is immeasur- 
able. Nothing is standing where one of the 
finest stations on the South Atlantic was 
twenty-four hours ago, except the doctor's 
house, and how this weathered the fearful gale 
is miraculous. Fhe wharves are gone, the 
new fumigating plant which has cost the city 
so much money isin the bottom of the sea, 
and nine vessels which were waiting there for 
release to come to the city are high and dry 
in the marsh and no doubt will be total 
wrecks. The Cosnine was the only vessel 
which managed to keep afloat. 

The tug Paulson arrived in the city at 5 
o’clock this afternoon. It brought up sixty 
passengers from Tybee. Mr. Revers, one of 
them, said four negroes engaged in clearing 
the railroad tracks were drowned. A sailor and 
the cabin ‘boy on the schooner Harold, which is 
on its side on North Beach, drowned. It is 
reported that eight of the crew of a terrapin 
sloop which went ashore on the South End 
were drowned. 

The Hotel Tybee is considerably damaged 
in front and verandas. All the bath-houses are 
gone. The K. of P. club-house was washed 
away, and two of the cottages of the Cottage 
club are gone. The railroad pavilion is all 
right, as is Capt. Blun’s house. The Naylor 
House is damaged slightly. The Butler Honse 
is gone. 
the woods. The Atlantic club-house is all 
right. The Ranche and Rambler club-nouses 
were wrecked,‘ The railroad track is cleaned 
out. Henry Green’s house was  buraed. 
George Bossell’s cottage was swept out to sea. 


“The North End is practically cleaned out. 


Tracks Carried Five Hundred Feet. 

The water swept with tremendous force 
over this part of the island, railroad tracks 
being carried from 200 to 500 feet. The 
Chatham club house is badly damaged. The 
pavilions on the beach are gone. So is the 
switch-back, An empty train is in the woods, 
Trains on all roads are coming in irregularly, 
and some of them have entirely stopped for 
the ‘purpose of repairing washouts, The 
church steeples are demolished and at least 
500 large trees are blown down all over the 
city. The Tybee road is under wuter for the 
entire distance, and in many places it is en- 
tirely washed away. There is no communi- 
cation whatever with Tybee except by water. 

Almost on the anniversary of the great hur- 
ricane of 1881 Savannah was swept last night 
by one of the severest storms it has ever 
known. The storm, which had been predicted 
by the Weather Bureau for several days, be- 
gan early in the afternoon and increased from 
then on-until it reached the climax between 
11 and 12 o’clock last night, having blown 
for eight hours in a terrific hurricane. It be- 
gan raining early in the morning, but only in 
gusts. After the first fall it ceased entirely 


force at midnight. All the wharves along 
the river front, the Ocean Steamship company 
and Savannah, Florida and Western railway 
wharves were under water and the tide was 
still rising rapidly. 

A view of the city at daylight this morning 
revealed a scene of wreck and ruin that sur- 
passed that after the great hurricane of 1881. 
The streets were impassable from the débris. 
Fallen trees, twisted roots, masses of brick, 
fences, and broken branches of trees were 
piled across the sidewalks and in the square, 
and broken wire strewn in every direction. 

It is impossible at this hour to estimate the 
damage as the result of the storm, but it was 
very general and it is safe to say that it will 
go up in the hundred thousands and perhaps 
into the millions. Nearly every one if not 
quite all the property-owners in the city have 
been damaged to some extent and some to the 
amount of thousands. 

Bodies of the Drowned Picked Up. 

The list of fatalities is gradually growing 
and it is impossible to tell to what extent it 
it will go. Several bodies of drowned per- 
sons were picked up during the morning and 
searches are now being made for others who 
are missing. 

Every hour seems to bring some new story 
of a death as a result of the storm. The 
drowning of A. C. Ulmer, Assistant Cashier 
of the Central Railroad Bank, on Hutchinson’s 
Island, was one of the most unfortunate 
fatalities of the storm. Mr. Ulmer owned a 
farm on the island and had gone over to pay 
off his hands and attend to other duties. 
There were bruises on Mr. Ulmer’s face, and 
it is supposed he struck againstan outshed 
when he jumped from his barn as it was 
aboutto blow down, Miller, his dairyman, 
has not been found, and it is presumed he 
was drowned also. The other fatalities so far 
reported are as follows: 

Tony Holmes, colored, crushed in a house 
on Hutchinson’s Island; four unknown 
negroes drowned on the Bramptons planta- 
tion, four miles from the city; Lewis Garnett, 
colored, ran into a live trolley wire; Tattler 
Squire, a 6-year-old colored boy, drowned on 
Hutchinson’s Island; John Williams, Mary 
Butler, and Sarah Greene, drowned on a rice 
plantation south of the city. 

There are forty to fifty other persons who 
are reported missing, and it is supposed, as 
nothing has been heard from them, that their 
bodies will be found later. Twelve barks 
and barkentines which were anchored at 
quarantine station were blown high and 
dry upon the marsh and some of them were 
carried by the storm across the marshes on 
to an island two miles distant from 


the station. One of the vessels at Tybee was | 


completely capsized and three of the club 
houses on the island were blown to pieces. 
Others were flooded and the people sought 
shelter wherever they could. The wires are 
all down and Savannah is almost entirely 
shut off from telegraphic communication.

An old citizen remarked: No storm ever 
visited the State to be compared with this 
since the storm in September, 1826, sixty- 
seven yearsago. The only time, too, that we 
have ever had a rainfall to approach this in 
severity was in March, 1841, when it rained 
steadily for sixty-three hours. That was the 


time when Augusta was washed away and 


many people were drowned.”’ 

All were just beginning to hope for bettér 
times in the fail, notwithstanding the financial 
crisis, when this storm came.. Now the crops 
are wiped away and with them the hopes of 
the farmers. The crops have been mowed in 
the fields, and the poor people, with money so 
scarce, are going to have great difficulty in re- 
covering from the shock. The loss is over 40 
per cent of the entire crops. 

The wind blew at the rate of forty-two miles 
an hour here, sixty miles an hour on the sea- 
coast, and perhaps a hundred an hour at sea. 
The rainfall here daring the storm for twelve 
hours was 4.30 inches. 

The greatest anxiety is felt for Charleston 
and Savannah. Neither place can be heard 
from, and the people are nearly wild with ap- 
prehension. All railroad trains are at a 
standstill and business is suspended. The 
damage to property does not seem to be as 
great as such a hurricane usually causes, No 
lives are reported lost in this section.

CARLISLE PLEASED WITH THE RESULT. 


He Says the Voting Will Be a Factor in 
Restoring Pablic Confidence, 

Wasnincton, D. C., Aug. 28.—All the mem- 
bers of the administration took the greatest 
interest in the vote on the Wilson bill, Sec- 
retary Carlisle especially so. At the conclu- 
sion of all the votes Sécretary Carlisle stated 
that he was very much gratified at the result 
and felt that it would dé much to restore pub- 
lic confidence. He expressed the hope that 
the Senate would take speedy action on the 
silver question.“ Secretary Carlisle was asked 
if the present stringency was due to lack of 
money. He refuted the idea and among other 
things said: 

No greater mistake could be committed than to 
assume that the present financial embarrdssment 
is caused by an actual scarcity of money in the 
country. The fact is thatthe amount of cur 
rency of all kinds in the country, outside of the 
United States Treasury, the 25th day of the pres- 
ent month was 658.452.850 greater than the 
amount outstanding the first day of the month, 
and $70.294,783 more than the amount outstand- 
ing the first day of September, 1892, when busi- 
néss was active and prospereus, There is money 


enough to transact all the legitimate business of,

withdrawn from circulation and hoarded. The 
true remedy is to restore confidence and credit, 
and thus put the money now in the country in 
circulation again. 


MORE TROUBLE FOR MR. CLEVELAND. 


His Do-Nothing Policy Not Likely to Be 
Followed in the House, 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Aug. 28.—[Special. }— 
With silver out of the way ip the House the 
administration is confron with a fresh 
problem. It will have to retreat from the do- 
nothing policy that was mapped out .or else 
meet with defeat; It is known that the 
President wants the House to do no further 
business, and above all things to let the 
tariff alone till the regular session 
in December. Speaker Crisp has let 
it be known that so long as the 
House is actually in session it should go ahead 
with general legislation. The Southerners 
are also clamorous for something from the 
Banking committee looking to the repeal of 
the State bank tax. The most convincing 
plea, however, is that the breaches caused by 
silver must he healed up by taking hold of the 
tariff and the Federal election laws. With 
this féeling so strong it is not likely that the 
administration will insist on the do-nothing 

licy, for in doing so it will court certain 

efeat. Tomorrow and the next day the 
House will take up the discussion ot the 
rulés and the introduction of bills. Then it 
will be ready for an adjournment from Thurs- 
day over to Monday as a rest after the * 
silver struggle. After that it will expect to 
settle down to legislative work.

Directors of the Chicago Gas company. yes- 
terday declared a dividend amounting to 
$375,000, but ** it payable in scrip bear- 
ing 6 per cent interest. The action was not 
announced until late in the afternoon, and it 
created considerable comment among the 
financial men who heard of it. For three 
weeks past rumors have been current 
here and in New York that the divi- 
dend would be passed, and these have been 
strengthened by the utterances of the com- 
.pany’s officers, The latter claim that earnings 
are large, but the construction account calls for 
heavy expenditures and it was deemed advis- 
able to keep all available cash on hand. No 
arrangement was made for the payment of 
the scrip, but this it was said would be taken 
up in a few days. 

The Chicago Gas company is the successor 
to the old Chicago gas trust. The latter was 
organized in 1887, with a capital of $25,- 
000,000, for the purpose of acquiring control 
of gas companies in Chicago. Its name was 
changed to the Chicago Gas company in 
1891, but the fire of the courts under the law 
forbidding a corporation holding stocks in 


' constituent companies was turned against it 


with such effect that it surrendered its 
charter and appointed a committee to wind up 
its affairs in 1891. The companies controlled 
were the Chicago Gaslight and Coke .com- 
pany, People’s Gaslight and Coke company, 
Consumers’ Gas company, Equitable Gas- 
light and Fuel company, Suburban Gas com- 
pany, Lake Gas company, Hyde Park Gas 
company, and Illinois Light, Heat and Power 
company. Stocks and bonds were deposited 
with the Fidelity Insurance, Trust and Safe 
Deposit company of Philadelphia. When the 
trust was dissolved, trustees certificates *’ 
were issued against ‘the property held by the 
Fidelity company, aud all dividends declared 
by thé individual companies are paid to the 
Fidelity company, and by that corporation 
are distributed to the 2 of the ** trustees’ 
certificates. The latter constitute one of the 
most active of the speculative stocks on the 
New York Stock Exchange. There are said 
to be between $25,000,000 and $26,000,000 
outstanding. On the basis of the first figure 
the scrip dividend amounts to 1}¢ per cent. 


Must Keep All Available Cash. 


Earnings of all the companies are large, 
said C. K. G. Billings last night, but the 
directors deemed it advisable to pay the divi- 
dend in strip. 

„Why? On account of our extension work 
we deemed it proper to keep all available 
cash on hand. A la rt of the companies’ 
balances are carried in New York. We can’t 
get the currency. The action was ‘taken in 
view of the money stringency.” 

** Won't that make it difficult for holders to

The certificate holders were 
entitled to a dividend. Scrip was thought the 
wisest thing under the circumstances.”’

SHUT AGAINST VISITORS. 


Reason Given by the Managers in the Lan- 
guage of a Sign Is “Exorbitant Per- 
centages Demanded by the Columbian 
Exposition They Say if Mr. Higin- 
botham Does Not Come to Their Terms 
They Will Leave at Ouce- The Presi- 
dent’s Side of the Question. 

Travelers up and down Midway Plaisance, 
even those who were familiar with the long- 
standing series of complaints of the managers 
oi the Javanese Village against the World's 
Fair officials and their repeated promises to 
shut up shop and take their doll houses from 
the playground, were surprised yesterday to 
see above the bamboo gate a sign in red let- 
ters reading: 


F Loss ON ACCOUNT OF 
: EXORBITANT PERCENTAGES .; 
: DEMANDED BY THE 2 

COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 


The entrance was closed with a rope, be- 
hind which paced a Columbian guard, who 
would let no one enter. 

The inhabitants of the village went about 
their usual vocations without any spec- 
tators and Manager Kallf stalked up and 


| down the office with a savage frown on his 


face. Yes, sir,” he said, that sign is up 
there and it is going to stay. Paul Blackmar, 
Superintendent of the Department of Collec- 
tions, ordered me to take it down this morn- 
ing, but I told him there would be a fight if 
anybody dared to touch it. We have closed 
up and if in the course of a few days 
we do not get the reduction in our 
percentage that we have asked for, we 
will dismantle the village, l up stakes, and 
quit. We will either go direct to Antwerp 
having a favorable rate offered by the Red 
Star line, or aco a flattering offer made to 
us by Buffalo Bill toshowin San Francisco, 
Kansas City, and Denver.“ 

It has been intimated that if you persisted 
in your attempt to leave your $10,000 
deposit to secure the fulfillment of your con- 
tract would be forfeited, and that an unfavor- 
able account of you would be sent to Ant- 
werp.” 

Says No Sum Is Deposited. 

“That is all bosh. We have no $10,000 
or any other sum ted, and as for at- 
tempting to give“ us a bad name at Ant- 
werp, we cannot be hurt there. The 
Vice-President of the Antwerp Exposition 
was here recently said he would 
be glad to have us come. I consider 
we have been unfairly treated all around. We 
were brought here under misrepresentation. 
We thought we were going to be located in 
Jackson k as an exhibit and not here in 
Midway as a show. We are here solely to ex- 
hibit our products and do not care about 
making any money, but of course we would 
like to make expenses. We cannot possibly 
do this and pay the exorbitant percentage 
demanded of us. We were led to believe that 
Mr. Higinbotham would be liberal to us as h: 
promised, but were deceived in that as in al- 
most everything else. These letters, which I 
understand Mr. Higinbotham says were 
never received by him, give a full 
statement of our accounts and our reasons 
for asking a reduction from 50 per cent to 10 
per cent, which is all we think we can reason- 
ably pay. Wedonot see why we should be 
discriminated inst in the matter of per- 
centages. The Ferris Wheel does not pay a 
cent of percentage until its expenses are paid, 
and it looks to us as though we were being 
— „ad vantage of, a thi we will not 
stand. 


G. J. L. De Bruin, a director in the Java- 
Chicago Exposition syndicate and associated 
in the management of the village, confirmed 
everything Mr. Kallf said. 

The sign which caused so much comment 
was taken down at 5 o’clock upon per- 
sonal request of Col. Rice to the managers of 
the village. 

Bond Must Be Protected. 

H. N. Nichols, superintendent of the Oceanic 
Trading company, said the company had given 
a $20,000 bo to the Exposition that it 
would make the Java exhibit. He said if the 
Java people insisted on leaving they would 
look to the World’s Fair ple for protection 
on that bond. He thought under the contract 
signed the World’s Fair . could prevent 
the removal of the Java Village; that the con- 
tract was made in Java, expressly stating that 
the exhibit was to be made on Midway Plais- 
ance, with the amount of percentage to be 
paid, and that before any goods were shipped 
the Java r gent representatives here to 
ascertain if Oceanic company really had 
the concession. These representatives had 
expressed themselves satisfied. 

resident Higinbotham said he did not 
think he would alter the percentage paid by 
the Java Village people and they ought to 
make up their mind to keep their show going. 
don't think they will go away,“ he said. 
„And I hope to retain the exhibit just as it is. 
In fact, they cannot fo away. and we don’t 
intend to let them. They have a contract to 
keep their display open from the beginning 
to the end ot the Fair, and their contract 
stands.

When they came here 
they were in a bad snarl with the syndicate, 
which deceived them and caused trouble. I

That right was 
granted and Exposition company took 50 
per cent of the receipts. They say now this is 
too high.

It would 
not have had anything from this source if the 
contract had not been altered in their favor. 
I cannot see why they have not been treated 
fairly. They are paymg no percentage that 
they have not agreed to, and it would be fool- 
ish for them to try to close upand get out now 
at a time when the money is just beginning to 
come in. So far as not realizing on their ex- 
pectations, they are no worse off than the Ex- 
position company. We could not afford to 
close up the Fair now because we are not go- 
ing to make money to pay our original In- 
vestment.”’

So much of the act approved July 14, 1890, as 
directs the Secretary of the Treasury to pur- 
chase from time to time silver bullion to the 
aggregate amount of 4,500,000 ounces, or 80 
much thereof as may be offered in each month at 
the market price thereon, not exceeding $1 for 
871% grains of pure silver. and to issue in pay- 
ment for such purchase Treasury notes of the 
United States, be and the same is hereby re- 
pealed. But this repeal shall not impair nor in 
any manner affect the legal tender quality of the 
standard silver dollars heretofore coined, and 
the faith and credit of the United States are 
hereby pledged to maintain the parity of the 
gold and silver coin of the United States at the 
present legal ratio or such other ratio as may be 
established by law.

that not a single Senator will change his 
views or vote as a consequence of listening to 


speeches by his colleagues, and vote on it as 
goon as practicable. The Senate could not do 
better than accept the Wilson bill as passed 
by the House, but if it prefers the Voorhees 
bill it should esteem it a duty to adopt that 
with the least possible delay, so that the coun- 
try may be at ease on the subject and business 
activities have a chance to revive from the 
lassitude they are now suffering because of 
fears for the integrity of the currency. The 
Senators should remember that they will give 
twice if they give quickly the much-needed 
assurance that the people of the United States 
are not to be weighted down with a load of 
silver too heavy for them to bear in the shape 
in which it is laid on their shoulders. 


CHICAGO DAY AT THE FAIR. 

Ald. Kerr, Chairman of the Council’s 
World’s Fair committee, has submitted a 
rough sketch of the pageantry with which it 
is proposed to celebrate Chicago day, Oct. 9, 
at the Fair. Though there yet remain six full 
weeks before that time Ald; Kerr has done 
well in giving his program an early announce- 
ment. ‘lhe time is none too long for its or- 
ganization and development. It will take six 
weeks, even of the Chicago style of work, to 
get that program in readiness, for when 
brought down to a practical basis its details 
will be well nigh infinite. 

The program as set forth contemplates a 
celebration which will begin at 10 o’clock in 
the morning and close at midnight, which is 
not an hour too long. The morning pageant 
will be in the nature of a musical welcome to 
all the world, including the two malignants, 
the Buffalo Express and New York Sun. A 
chorus of 2,000 voices and bands and or- 
chestra united to the number of 300 will 
make the White City resonant with the strains 
of nati nal songs, and sixteen trumpeters 
from the four cardinal points of the Court af 
Honor will sound a strident fanfare of peace. 
When the hour of high nooa strikes the mul- 
titude will sing the doxology, accentuated 
with cannons, bells, bands, and orchestra. In 
the afternoon there will bea typical procession 
in the Court of Honor of the thirteen original 
States and then of all the States in the Union 
escorted by Chicago as a guard of honor, with 
numerous bands of music, national and State 
flags, banners, and other devices. In the even- 
ing there will be allegorical tableaux on shore 
and floats on the lagoon, showing Chicago as 
a trading post in 1812, the first city election 
in 1887, as a city in the war days, and in the 
days of the great conflagration, and other 
epochs in its career, to be followed by others 
typifying the various foreign nations. The 
evening pageant will close with a fireworks 
display on a scale of unprecedented magnifi- 
cence, in which there will be many colossal 
set pieces, the largest nearly 200 feet long 
and 26 feet high, representing the burning of 
the city. 

These are only the general features of this 
great celebration, which will make Chicago 
day the most memorable day in the World's 
Fair period. When its details are perfected 


fully it will be a pageant of colossal dimen. 


sions and bewildering magnificence and add- 

ing.to it and emphasizing it wiil be the spec- 
tacle of the greatest crowd of human beings 
ever seen at one time on any occasion in the 
history of this country if we omit some of the

HONEST BORROWERS MAKE GOOD LEND- 
N ERS. 


In his speech of last Saturday ex-Speaker 
Reed met and answered fully the assertion, so 
persistently and so untruthfully made, that 
the passage of the bill to repeal the silver- 
purchase clauses of the Sherman law would 
increase the burden of existing debts, In the 
course of his remarks he used the following 
language: 

Laws must be made so as to enable the lender 
to be satisfied of the certainty of return. If there 
is any uncertainty with regard to that before he 
lends he will demand some advantage which cor- 
responds to that doubt connected with the repay- 
ment. Money paid for the use of other money in 
the nature of interest is a different thing from 
money paid for the use of other money in the 


‘nature of arisk. A man will lend you money for 


5 per cent where there is no risk, and it may be 
that he will lend it to you for a hundred where 
there is; consequently, if you make your laws in 
such fashion that the borrower has an advantage 
in payment the lender will be sure to demand an 
advantage in lending, and generally such an ad- 
vantage as will cover all the chances. If you 
could make a man absolutely sure today in any 
part of the United States that what he loans out 
would ‘certainly come back to him you would 
lower the rate of interest a great many per cent 
every where, 

This is a condensation of the experience of 
centuries. Laws which have been passed for 
the special benefit of the borrower and 
against the lender invariably have worked 
against the former. A blow at the lender has 
been invariably a blow at borrower. Thus 
laws of Roman Senates, Byzantine Em- 
perors, and medieval monarchs to prohibit 
the charging of interest on loans always 
added heavily to the rate of interest. What- 
ever tended to impair the certainty of repay- 
ment caused the lender to insure himself 
against loss, the expense of insurance falling 
always on the borrower. Thus if out of zeal 
for the interests of debtors Congress were to 
legislate in such a manner that the country 
should drop or be allowed to drop to the de- 
preciated silver standard the debtors of the 
present moment would be enabled to pay off 
the 100-cent dollars loaned to them with 
cheap 58-cent dollars. But the matter would 
not end there. As Mr. Reed says: 


If we were to make a law which only related to 
a single series of transactions such as now exist 
in the United States it might possibly be an ad- 
vantage to the borrower to have the payment so 
adjusted that he would have the advantage of the 
transaction; but when the present race of bor- 
rowers is dead, or when the present bor- 
rowers have paid their money, there will still be 
forever a borrowing and a lending world. 


The lenders of the future would take care 
that they did not get caught in the same trap 
that their predecessors were, and the borrow- 
ers of the future would suffer for the sins of 
the borrowers of the present generation. All 
loans made after the government had proved 
itself false to its most solemn pledges, and re- 
gardless of the welfare of the people, would 
be marked by excessive caution and rigid re- 
quirements on the part of the lender. Seeing 
what others had lost by reliance on the prom- 
ise of the government to maintain a stable 
currency so that neither debtor nor creditor 
should be wronged, he would aim to protect 
himself against future misconduct on the part 
ofa government in which he had lost all 
faith. Fearing lest the next step might be to 
sink from a silver to a fiat paper currency, all 
contracts made would be specific ones calling 
for the repayment of certain quantities of 
gold, and not for repayment in a fluctuating 
and uncertain currency. 

Taking warning from past perfidy, and not 
certain but that the guvernment might vent- 
ure at the instigation of future creditors to 
tamper with the obligations of contracts, 
lenders would hesitate about making long 
loans, deeming short ones much the safer, 
and, in order to provide against possible acci- 
dents, would demand a higher rate of interest 


and much better security. Distrust would 


take the place of confidence and the bor- 
rowers would be constant sufferers thereby, 
until the government had given evidence that 
it repented of its dishonesty and would not 
repeat its disreputable performances. 

No doubt the men who are trying to drive 
out gold and bring the country down tb a sil- 
ver basis, so they may get cheap dollars with 
which to clear off their indebtedness, are 
aware of these facts. But they are thinking 
only of themselves and of the present. That 
the success of their dishonest schemes would 
make it more difficult for themselves to bor- 
row in the future or for their children to make 
a loan does not trouble them in the least. The 
eagerness to cheat their creditors is so great 
that it drives all other thoughts out of their 
minds. 


THOSE ENGLISH “ CONSPIRATORS.” 

The free silverites are asking their hearers 
all the time if they will become vassals of 
England and allow that country to dictate to 
them what their currency shall be. Stewart 
and his associates say that for more than a 
century Russia has had the acquisition of 
Constantinople constantly before her eyes, 
so since 1816 England, whether ruled by 
Whigs or Tories, Liberals or Conservatives, 
has been pursuing stealthily her great aim, 
the demonetization of silver, to which metal 
she has sworn undying hatred, so that her 
citizens may reap great and unjust profits at 
the expense of the United States, and get her 
revenge thus for Saratoga and Yorktown, 
Plattsburg and New Orleans. 

This is deplorable rubbish, and yet itis “ut. 
| tered day after day. The truth is that the 
9 commercial, and moneyed classes of 
Great Britain do not care a fig what the do- 
méstic currency of the United States 18. It is 
a matter of perfect indifference to them 
whether Americans make their purchases and 
exchanges. among themselves with gold, de- 
preciated til ver, or fiat ahinplasters. They do 
not care what standard Americans use in 
dealing among themselves any more than 
they do what weights and measures they use. 

All that these British traders and commer- 
cial people are interested in is that the trade 
balances between this country and theirs shall 
be paid in gold or in commodities measured 
in terms of gold when the balances are in 
their favor. The only concern they have as 
regards standards is that in their dealings with 
the United States gold shall be the standard. 
Should the United States come down to the 
monometallic silver standard Great Britain 
would not cease doing business here, but 
would do business just as she does with Mex. 
ico, China, or any other silver country. She 
trades with them on a gold and not à silver 
basis. If Mexican dollars are shipped across 
the Atlantic in payment of balances they are 
taken not at their face but their gold value. 

So would it be in dealing with the United 
States. Ifa batch of 37 1-Frain dollars not 
redeemable in gold were shipped to London 
from New York the sender would be credited 
with their bullion value measured in gold and 
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no more. rp. of fiat Pefferite 


shinplasters he would be credited with their 
value as waste paper. If he sent over a thou- 


sand bales of cotton or a hundred thousand 
bushels of wheat he would be'credited with 
their value not as measured in United States 
58-cent do)lars but as measüred in gold. In 
their dealings with one another Americans 
might seem to get away from the gold stand- 

ard, In dealing with all other pations ex- 
cept their puny free silver associates the gold 
staudard would be thrust continually under 
their noses, 

If English people made loans in this coun- 
try after it had abandoned the gold standard 
they would make them on a gold basis, as 
they do when lending to Mexico and Central 
and South American States. Their invest- 
ments would be so made and secured that it 
would be a matter of indifference to them how 
much the local currency rose and fell. If 
Americans refused to accept | on a gold 
basis then they would have to get Along with- 
out the aid of foreign capital. 

Of course, English people woul amused 
in a contemptuous way were this to 
drop toa silver standard, They would say it 
showed that a democratic, popular govern- 
ment lacked honesty and intelligence, but 
they would not grieve over it, because they 
themselves would not be affected by American 
follies, for they would get in gold all that was 
owing them by this country in the settlement 
of balances. There is no conspiracy,“ no 
plot against silver pursued with stealthy 
malevolence for nearly three-quarters of a 
century, and those who appeal to Americans 
to ruin themselves to baffle this bogus scheme 
are either delirious or think their en are 
abject fools. 


HOW THE BANKS WOULD BE LOSERS. 

The speech made Saturday by Bourke Cock- 
ran in favor of the bill to repeal the Sherman 
law was in most respects an excellent one, 
but he made one curious error which ought 
not to pass uncorrected. He said that— 


The banks of New York wers largely indebted to 


the depositors. He instanced the National Park 
Bank, which had deposits to the amount of $84,- 
000,000 and loans to the amount of $25,000,000, 
That meant that it owed $9,000,000 to its depos- 
itors. But the effect of the silver coinage bill 
would be to make a present of $21,000,000 to 
the banks of New York. 


Thereupon he was promptly askea why it 
was that the New York banks were denounc- 
ing the free silverites so strenuously when the 
latter were proposing to make them so con- 
siderable a gift. Cockran's answer was that 
the banks of New York opposed’ free coin- 
age because they had discovered that in all 
the dealings of life honesty is the best policy.“ 
Later on in his remarks he made another an- 
swer to the effect that— 


The banks have opposed it because the $26,- 
000,000 which would be the amount New York 
banks would gain by it would be but a pittance 
compared with the loss that would be inflicted 
on the business of the cduntry by the shock to its 
credit that would extend throughout the world. 


If Cockran had stopped to reflect he would 
have seen the error of his origina] statement 
and would have taken it back. The banks 
would not gain a cent by a change from the 
gold to the silver standard but they—that is, 
their -stockholders—would be heavy losers 
thereby. The banks have made large loans. 
These loans, in the event of free coinage, 
would be repaid in 58-cent dollars. The 
banks also owe large amounts to depositors 
which would be repaid in 658-cent dollars. 
Mr. Cockran assumed that because the de- 
posits exceeded the loans the banks would 
make a profit by paying to the depositors in 
58-cent dollars the difference between the 
excess of deposits over loans. The banks 
could gain only if the loans they made were 
payable in gold specifitally, which is not the 
case, and they paid their depositors in the 
cheap silver dollars. 

The loss of the banks, were free coinage to 
come at this moment, would be a little over 40 
per cent of what they own—that is, of their 
capital, including their surplus and undivided 
earnings, They would stand on the same 
footing as their depositors and lose propor- 
tionately just as much as they did. The total 
amount of money represented by the capital 
stock of the New Lork banks is about 6200, 
000,000. Free coinage or a drop to the sil- 
ver standard would cut down that sum one- 
half after deducting from the total the amount 
of gold held by the banks, The ability of the 
banks to make money would be lessened 
about one-half. To have the same real capi- 
tal that they had before they would have to 
have nearly double the stock of the new, in- 
ferior money that they have now of good 100 
cents to the dollar money, 

So Mr. Cockran should have said that the 
banks opposed free coinage not merely be- 
cause it was dishonest and would inflict a ter- 
rible shock on the business of the country, 
but because it would inflict a loss of millions 
on the banks themselves, 


AID FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 

There are no brighter, smarter, or more in- 
telligent workingmen than the members of 
the Chicago Typographical Union. They 
never are found howling round the streets or 
agitating the labor question on the Lake- 
Front. They work and.take care of those who 
have no work. In the present emergency the 
union quietly and practically has devised 
measures of relief by which its executive 
officers will distribute sufficient money to 
tide over those who are out of work. Tun 
TRIBUNE suggests this action of the Typo- 
graphical Union as worthy of -consideration 
by all the other trades unions in the city, and 
as offering a solution of many: of the prob- 
lems of the present depressed business situa- 
tion. 

There are many trades unions in Chicago, 
some of them large and powerful, others not 
so much so, but all of them have a consider- 
able accumulation of funds designed for re- 
lef and other purposes. These funds amount 
in the aggregate probably to about a million 
dollars. The unions can use these funds for 
the relief of their own members, either by the 
application of direct assistance, so much a 
week, in the form of loans or otherwise, or in 
the furnishing of transportation to such of 
their members as may desire to go to other 
localities. All that is necessary for the ap- 
plication of such relief is that the applicant 
shall prove his membership. There is no pos- 
sibility that the unions can be imposed upon. 
If a bricklayer or carpenter, applies to his 
union for help the officers of that union easily 
can verify his claim of membership and help 
him, and if he isa fraud deal with him ac- 
cordingly. This relief, however given, will 
go to those who are citizens here rather than to 
those who have been drawn here from other 
cities particularly by the World’s Fair. 

It is an easy matter to sift out those who 
are worthy of relief and those who are not. 


The character of a large number of those Who 


have come here from other plates is shown at 
the black flag and incendiary meetings on the 
Lake-Front, in the riotous acts which have 
characterized their marches, in their unpro- 
voked assaults upon citizens and the police.

To do so would 
be to invite not only poor men but thousands 
of tramps, vagrants, thieves, bummers, and 
other pests of society, east and west—from 
Buffalo to the Missouri River, There must be

terially help to relieve the situation. By 
at the work intelligently the unions 
their own members and expose 
those/who are bogus, and by winnowing out 
citizens from non-citizens they will help to 
get things in good shape. Meanwhile the 
Relief and Aid Society, the city officials, and 
the various charitable’ organizations, as well 
as individuals of the city, will do all in their 
power, and are now doing it, to help the un- 
employed and relieve the necessities of the 
poor. Relief will be thoroughly organized 
for the assistance of the worthy poor and the 
help of men out of work; but those engaged 
in this important work are not going to be 
menaced by a mob of organized black flag 
alien ruffans. The police will attend to their 
wants. 


Tus law for the inspection of factories 
passed by the Legislature early this year pro- 
vides that no female shall be employed in 
any factory or workshop more than eight 
hours in any one day, or forty-eight hours in 
any one week.“ Employers of factory and 
workshop labor in this city have proceeded 
to obey this law. They have reduced the 
hours of labor of the Women who work for 
them from nine and a half or nine to eight, 
and have cut down their pay proportionately, 
for they do less work in the shorter time. The 
employers object to the law because it inter- 
feres with their business. The women object 
to it because it cuts down their pay, for they 
see perfectly well that the reduction is not the 
fault of the men who hire them. The women 
would much rather work the longer hours 
and get the better pay. They are afraid that 
if the law is not repealed the resuit will be 
that they will be driven from the factories by 
men who are not limited to eight hours. 
Undoubtedly some of the labor demagogues 
who passed the law had that in view. 

Some of the employers have formed an as- 
sociation, and are going to test the constitu- 
tionality of this provision of the law which 
says thata woman of age, and just as much 
her own mistress as is a man when he reaches 
21, shall not work more than eight hours a 
day if she wants to. Of course they will win 
their case. Thelaw is utterly indefensible, 
It is as unconstitutional to attempt to ham- 
per the liberty of a woman to labor and the 
right to make a contract as it would be of a 
man. The Supreme Court will say with 
unanimity and promptness that the Legisla- 
ture has sought to violate the rights of the 
female citizens of Illinois, and that the law 
is invalid. Thesooner the court is given an 
opportunity to say so the better will it be for 
hundreds of working women in this city 
whose wages have been cut down by ignorant 
and demagogical legislators. 


Two DELEGaTEs, representing the .unem- 
ployed union and non-union carpenters, called 
on the Mayor yesterday to get a permit to 
nold a meeting of the unemployed on the 
Lake-Front tomorrow afternoon “ to show the 
public just how many of our people are out of 
work.“ Why hold a meeting and exhibit to 
the loafers who are in the habit of congre- 
gating around the statue of Columbus the un- 
employed carpenters of Chicago? The public 
will not go there to see them, and if there 
were a large turnout of citizens for that pur- 
pose they would not know how many out of 
the unemployed were really deserving of re- 
lief at the hands of Chicagoans. It is not dif- 
ficult for the officers of the carpenters’ union 
to find out how many of their number who 
really belong in Chicago are out of work. It 
is not as easy, but it is not impossible, to 
make out a similar statement regarding the 
non-union carpenters. Such statistics, care- 
fully compiled, would be of more value and 
would have more influence on the public 
mind than a score of mass-meetings. 

The fact that this particular meeting is to 
be addressed by men of national reputa- 
tion will not help the unemployed in the 
slightest degree. Neither work nor assistance 
in any form will be given them by the 
speakers. They may be advised to accept 
single tax notions or free coinage fallacies, 
but they will get nothing to fill their bellies. 
The Mayor was right when he said he did not 
see how any good could be derived from the 
meeting; that while good speeches might do 
no harm inflammatory remarks which might 
be made might lead to broken heads—and not 


those of policemen. 


Or course the country is to have and pay 
for a “‘complete investigation of the mone- 
tary and banking question in its most impor- 
tant phases. Congressman McCreary will 
move the appointment of a committee to in- 
vestigate and report on tho change which 
has taken place in the relative values of gold 
and silver, and whether the change is due to 
the depreciation of silver or the appreciation 
of gold, the cause of the change, whether per- 
manent or temporary, and the effect thereof 
upon the different interests of the country, 
and on the policy of maintaining (?) the 
double standard and finding out what should 
be the legal ratio between silver and gold 
when coined.” It matters not that all this is 
unnecessary. The commercial world knows 
well what change has taken place in the rela- 
tive values of gold and silver, and has ascer- 
tained that the ratio is so much subject .to 
fluctuation that it is not advisable to legislate 
for a ratio, since the probability is no ratio 
that might be fixed on could be’ preserved so 
that the country would have in gold and sil- 
ver a double standard of values. There is no 
need to waste time and money in discussing 
the policy of maintaining a something 
that does not now exist in the United States, 
never has existed here, and probably never 
could exist for more than a few days. It may 
seem strange that statesmen should be so 
far behind the business world in aR the 
leasons taught by experience.

Reply to Attack on the Navy. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, replying to Lord George 
Hamilton, held that t superiority of the 
British navy over the -navies of other coun- 
tries was never so great as.now. He denied 
theaccuracy of the figures presented by Lord 
George Hamilton. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer concluded by declaring that the 

government was fully alive to all its obliga- 
tions, and Would maintain the naval supe- 
riority of Great Britain. 

Sir E. J. Reed, member from Cardiff, who 
was for a number of years-Chief Constructor 
of the navy, declared that the disaster to the 
Victoria was just what had been anticipated 
in regard to this class of vessels for years 
past. A ship with a large armored center 

- citadel and unarmored ends was bound to cap- 
size if badly injured in the ends. How many 
more ships, he asked, would have to capsize 
before the Admiralty gave up the construction 
of such vessels? Owing to the requirements 
of these vessels, the space taken up by the 
men's quarters, and so forth, it was impossi- 
ble to provide them with reliable water-tight 
compartments. 

_ Rt.-Hon. George J. Goschen, formerly First 
Lord of the Admiralty, said he regretted the 
tendency shown by the Secretary to the Ad- 
miralty to make light of the loss of the Vic- 
toria. In view of the opinion of experts that 
a hike fate might overtake other vessels a full 
and immediate inquiry into the construction 
of this class of warships was desirable. 


More First-Class Ships Needed. 

Admiral Field said that the standard for the 
navy should be based upon the work that the 
navy had todo. This was not taken into con- 
sideration by the framers of the naval esti- 
mates. Ten more first-class ships were 
required, especially effective rams.

Mapnrrip, Aug. 28.—The old city of Sara- 
gossen, capital of the province of that name, 
was the scene yesterday of a riot growing out 
of the dissatisfaction of the spectators ata 
bull fight with the character of the perform- 
ance. A bull that had been driven into the 
ring refused, despite the efforts of the ban- 
dilleros, to display spirit enough to make the 
fight interesting. The spectators demanded 
that another bull be furnished as a victim for 
the toreador, but the manager of the ring refused 
o replace the spiritless animal. The crowd 
in attendance then smashed the seats, tore the 
doors from their hangings, and set fire to the 
material. which they had piled in the bull 
ting. The fire was extinguished by the at- 
tendants and the mob then began to riot out- 
side the buil ring. The police attempted to 
disperse them and were greeted with a volley 
of stones. It was not until reinforcements 
arrived that the rioters were dispersed. Many 
of the rioters were wounded by the police,

SPEECHES MADE IN FOREIGN TONGUES 


Lake-Fronters Denounce the Police Before 
Their Looting Expedition, 


The daily mass-meeting of unemployed 
continued from 9 o’clock a. m. until 5 o’clock 
p. m. yesterday. In English, German, 
Bohemian, Jewish, Polish, and a score of 
slangy brogues and in other foreign dialects 
the speakers orated continuously for eight 
hours. The general tone of the oratory was 
tame, too tame in many cases ffor the 
listeners. The talking was scattered. Many 
spoke of the silver question. A few lugged in 
olitices. One speaker blamed the present 
ard times on the refusal of the Democratic 
party to take a stand and get itself into ac- 
tion on the tariff question. He was hissed. 
The crowd was Democratic. There were 
Populist speakers who said there could be no 
salvation xcept through avenues of the 
Populistic party. There were Farmers’ 
Alliance men, who are liv.ng with their wives’ 
relatives, who gave brief oratorical recipes 
for saving the country. There were men 
who made warlike speeches, fiercely de- 
nouncing the police—regular Gov. Waite 
blood-bedecked speeches. Then there were 
conservative, sensible speeches. There were no 
banners, no flags, but the Stars and Stripes 
and Carl Brown’s plumes, ropresenting 
Pence on earth, good will te men.“ 

The crowds in the park were large, num- 
bering as high in the. afternoon as 5,000. 
They included a large criminal element. 
Scores of men and boys were there whose faces 
are in the rogues’ gallery. Capt. Shea and 
about thirty detectives mingled with the 
crowd, smilingly glancing at these old-time 
eriminals and crooks ing as unemployed 
workingmen, and while watching to pick a 
pocket would loudly cheer the speakers, 

Assistant Chief of Police Kipley shouldered 
his way through the crowd and notified the 
leaders there could be no street parade that

Will we be allowed to parade tomorrow?” 
was asked. 

No, sir. The orders of the department 
are imperative that there shall be no more 
street parades. If an attempt is made to 
parade we will have to stop you,” 

This order was received with scowls and sul- 
len looks. After its issuance tho speeches 
were more clear cut and directed to the dis. 
cussion of the order. It was by some de- 
nounced as arbitrary and a street parade was 
advocated in spite of the police. By others 
cooler counsels were urged. The majority of 
the crowd was opposed to tho street demon- 
stration and it was given up. 

Resolutions were offered denouncing the 
police and notifying them that meetings 
would continue being held on the Lake-Front 
just as long as the people desired to assemble 
and speak there. This was extensively and 
exhaustively discussed and on vote was de.

The Mayor announced ,Committee on 
Finance would meet him at 11 o'clock this 
morning, and on Immediate Distribution at 
12 o’clock, at which time the full committees 
will be appointed. The only further action 
taken was the unanimous passage of the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Committee 
on Relief and Public — that. in view of the 
conditions that now prevail in this community, 
all good citizens should abstain from and advise 
against outdoor public meetings, demonstrations, 
and parades.

The opinion expressly qualifies that advice by 
excepting cases where an arrest omes “ neces- 
sary to provent immediate actual violence,” also 
* when conduct calculated to provoke a breach 
of the peate occurs in their presence.” This 
qualification seems broad enough to cover all 
cases in which the polico should make arrests 
immediately. It is the vdlicy of the administra- 
tion to prevent breaches of the peace and to 
bring offenders to justice and not to provoke 
riots by an unnecessary show of power.

By a skillful maneuver the bowsprit and 
head gear were saved, but the topmast was 
broken off and fellon the deck. head- 
way being checked it was then poled into the 
slip where the rest of the yachts lie.

prisoner in the State Prison at Waupun, where 

he will remain during his life under a sentence 
imposed this morning by Judge Wallber.
